ness of a great city was never better 
illustrated than when the earth trem­ 
bled a few seconds under San Fran­ 
cisco on April IS last.

Such complete 
w reckage of urban facilities is rare in 
history, and could only occur through 
convulsions of nature or warlike as­ 
sault and siege. 
It is comparatively 
easy, however, for the delicate mech­ 
anism of any city to be thrown out 
of gear temporarily by reason of ac­ 
cident or lack of foresight. 
This fact 
should be borne in mind by those who 
act as purveyors of food, ice. watet 
and other necessities of life. 
In pro­ 
viding for a city they are dealing with 
a monstrous, hungry, witless creature, 
of enormous capacity for consumption 
and absolutely without thought of the 
morrow.

Chamois Skin of Commerce. 
Charles C. Druedling, of Philadel­ 
phia. has w ritten an article for the 
American Journal of P harm acy on the 
subject of chamois skins. 
W hat is 
known in the m arket as chamois skins, 
he says. is really an oil tanned sheep 
or lamb 
skin lining. 
The supply of 
skins from the chamois anim al is very 
lim ited—enough could net be obtained 
In a year to supply the United States 
for more than a single day. 
He made 
special inquiry on a recent visit to 
Switzerland about the annual crop of 
the chamois skin and ascertained th at 
from 5.000 to 6.000 skins would be a 
fair average yearly crop. This skin is 
heavier than the skin of the sheep or 
lamb, also much coarser. For strength 
and durability the chamois skin is pre­ 
ferable. but for ordinary use and ap-

It is claimed th a t it has an 
especial value in certain forms of 
dyspepsia and in diphtheria, 
as 
its 
juices will cut aw ay m ucus th a t noth­ 
ing cist' can remove. 
All fruits, however, do not affect 
all persons alike. 
One should seek 
to know w hat is suitable in bis own 
case, and not eat fruits merely be­ 
cause somebody has told him it is 
“good for him .” 
Owing frequently 
to idiosyncrasies, as well as to cer­

physical 
conditions, fruits are 
often the w orst things one can eat.
